POLITICIANS WATCH 
OUTCOME OF ELEC­ 
TION IN MAINE 


HY FR A N C IS YI. STEPH EN SON

P o rtlan d , Maine, Sept. 8— (ZP) 
— 'Maine's state election cam paign 
closed tonight with a flare of o ra­ 
tory in alm ost every h ub of popu­ 
lation in the state w ith Senator 
C urtis, th e Republican vice presi­ 
dential nominee, sounding th e fi­ 
nal blast for his party in a "p ro s­ 
perity’’ address here. 
Participation of th e vice presi­ 
dential candidate in th e cam paign 
at th e head of a bevy of party 
speakers from outside of Maine 
has given a national tinge to the 
R epublican contest for sta te offi­ 
cers and a United S tates senator 
to be elected on Monday. 
R epublicans are anxious to roll 
up a m ajority in this usually Re­ 
publican state to point to as a 
sign of Novem ber prospects. 
The 
D em ocratic candidates for govern­ 
or and United States senator have 
accepted the national issue so far 
as it m ay afreet a state election 
and both have stood firmly by 
G overnor Sm ith, the D em ocratic 
stan d ard bearer. 
A program of "s tric t econom y" 
by th e Republican ad m in istratio n 
was attrib u ted by S en ato r Curtis 
as "one of th e o u tstan d in g con­ 
trib u tio n s to th e presen prosper­ 
ous condlion of the c o u n try .” He 
declared the budget bureau, es­ 
tablished in 1921. one of th e first 
steps in the program of "n atio n al 
econom y.” 
Next November 
Maine 
votes 
with tho rest of th e nation for a 
president. 
Those w ho 
call 
the 
state election a b aro m eter of th e 
natio n al event are w atching the 
figures 
of 
M onday’s vote. 
The 
192 4 state vote was the largest 
ever polled Lh Maine, ab o u t 253,- 
000.

The answer is that accidental 
Injury and death, whether it oc­ 
curs on the earth, or in the un­ 
derground workings of a mine, 
o r in the air, has 
always 
been 
news and always will be. 
If John Doe travels from Es­ 
canaba. to Menominee on a rail­ 
road train, or in an automobile, 
or in van airplane, the incident has 
little news value. 
But lf the train 
is wrecked, or 
the 
automobile 
turns over, or the airplane crash­ 
es, taking John’s life, therein lies 
a story worthy of headlines in any 
newspaper. 
Aviation, in these days, occu­ 
pies a place along side of every 
other form of transportation. Its 
tragedies are of equal importance 
and equal news interest. 
It is conceded that there are in 
service many insecure and obso­ 
lete air tan es, manned by incom­ 
petent flyers, and that these out­ 
fits are frequently the central fig­ 
ures in air tragedies. 
That fact 
does not lessen the dramatic el»- 
ments of the events. 
If they have 
any effect at all, they impress the 
public with the advisability of em­ 
ploying only 
competent 
pilots, 
flying modern and 
secure 
ma­ 
chines. 
Anyone who reads 
the 
newspapers knows that flying is 
safe. 
He doesn’t have to read the 
papers, for that matter. 
All he 
needs to do is look upward, al­ 
most any time of day In Escanaba, 
and see an airplane riding safely, 
securely and steadily in the air. 
Newspapers have not 
ignored 
successful flights. 
No event 
in 
all history, not even the armistice 
which ended the world war, re­ 
ceived as much space in the pa­ 
pers as the moat dramatic of all 
successful flights, that of 
Col.

chief evidence of musicianship is 
an abnorm alcy of conduct. 
Mr. 
Sousa is left distinctly 
cold 
by 
displays of “ the artistic tem pera­ 
m ent” (which is so often merely 
an eight syllabled way 
of 
pro­ 
nouncing “ te m p e r'). 
Mr. Sousa learned his first les­ 
son 
in 
despising 
tem peram ent 
gone mad, early in his childhood. 
He was a “ kid" in knee pants— 
not that the trousers (as they fre­ 
quently do I played any part in 
making the lad rem em ber a cruel 
taskm aster. 
“ Johnny" 
Sousa 
wanted 
to 
learn 
m usic— ever 
since he 
proudly 
watched 
his 
father play the slide trom bone in 
a m artial 
band 
that 
marched 
down Pennsylvania Avenue, way 
back in 18(15, when 
the 
weary 
battalions were about to be m us­ 
tered out. after four long years of 
service afield. 
Accordingly, the 
boy began the study of violin u n ­ 
der an irritable instructor.

lot of great custom s,

w onderful old ideas.

Fords and th e radio nailed him 
and now he is as unreliable as his 
white brothers. 
They sure do hang on to this 
old custom of the sacred snake 
dance. 
You will hear Americans 
say, “ Oh it is ju st a commercial 
thing now." 
Well I don’t know 
w here they get the idea. 
I don't 
know who m akes any money out 
of it. 
The fellow th a t runs the 
trad in g Post th ere sold the boys 
and I some canned salmon and 
crackers and Sardines, 
and 
oh 
yes Jim , (th a ts the younger and 
rougher elem ent) he had about a 
half gallon can of canned Chili 
Beans, and most 
of the 
other 
Yokeles beside us brought what 
they eat. so the Com mercial end 
of it as far as I could

was 
about U SO. 
As Jim finished off 
with a whole can of peaches and 
I called it a dav by mopping up

gages. 
•v%«h I h a d n ’t seen since the old 
nlasrah Indian 
T erritory 
days 
TWp Indians could have very easi­ 
ly' have sold seats to the dance on 
th e tons of th eir houses, for th ere 
m ust have been 25 hundred so­ 
called white people there. 
But 
there was nothing th a t cost you a 
thing, odtside of some soda pop 
and vanilla ice cream th at had 
been hauled in th e hundred and 
ten miles by some white man in 
a truck, the Indians if they ever 
get to see the dance them selves 
will have to have it some tim es 
when the w hite folks don’t know 
its to he held. as thr.v would just 
move in on the roofs *.f the little 
low houses like th e Hopi’s live in, 
and the Indians would all be fixed 
squatted th e re with 
his 
little 
brood to see th e dance and th e 
tourists would ju st move in front 
of him in such num bers th at he 
d 'd en t have any m ore chance of 
seeing w hat was going

front of him than 
if he handent 
been there.

Green Tomato Pickle*. 
1-2 bushel green tomatoes. 
6 large onions. 


6 large green peppers. 
1-4 pound white mustard seed. 
2 tablespoons celery salt. 
Chop all together rather fine; 
place in layers, one of tomatoes, 
one of onions, one of salt, using in 
all one-cup of salt. 
Let this stand 
over night, or if you do this in the 
day time, let stand 
about 
nine 
hours. 
Squeeze dry and put in 
kettle to boil with two quarts of 
cider vinegar. 
Cook until tender. 
When nearly done add one pound 
granulated sugar and put in fruit 
jars and seal tight. 


Chili Sauce. 
Scald and peel 18 large ripe to­ 
matoes; chop six large onions and 
three green peppers. 
Cook all un­ 
til tender (about twenty minutes 
to one-half hour), then add one 
cup granulated sugar and 2Vfe cups 
vinegar. 
Add one teaspoon each 


cinnamon, allspice, nutmeg two 
teaspoons salt, V4 teaspoon jround 
cloves. 
Cook t$n minutes, after 
adding spices, and seal whib hot. 


Hot ReNsh. 
1 peck green tomatoes. 
• 3 red peppers. 
3 green peppers. 
2 cups chopped onions. 
Put all through food grinder; 
sprinkle with salt, * and let Hand 
over night. 
In the morning Arain 
well and add six cups of cider 
vinegar, two cups granulated sjgar, 
one-half cup mustard seed. 
Do not 
cook. 
Place in a stone crock and 
cover with a cloth and a phte. 
This will keep all winter.
